mach’d directly to the Enemy, who by that time 
had gor all their Forces on Shore, and were advanc'd 
w Pelican Point Fort, which fir’d on them in their 
march. On the Hill above Bath Plain, our Hanuful 
of Men engag’d them {martly for fome time, doing 
them much Mifchief ; but were repuls’d by their 
great Number : Collonel Daniel Smith was wonnd- 
ed by a Mufquet Bail. Nexc Day we march’d with 
our Body of lefs than 150 Men tothe Enemy, who 
by that time taken the Forts and plunder’d the 
Town, (from whence we could not remove any 
thing) and we advanc’d half Way to Collonel Bur- 
At M. Bevon’s Morning Stat, an open Field, 
we engag’d their main Body confifting of 3500 
Men; (a Piece of Fool-Hardincfs;) here was a very 
warm Difpute, we knock’d down 3 pair of Colours 
ourof 12, they kill’d Major William Childe our 
Troop Major. Our People retir'd to the Deodand : 
Collonel Bucler’s Houfe was fir'd. Sunday Morning 
the Enemy came up to us ; we then furrendred the 
Place and Ifland on the following Conditions [4.] 
So the Ifand with all our Goods, Negroes, and 
Works are utterly loft. The French have been here 
16 Days getting in the Negroes ; 3 Parts of the 
Town and moft of the Houfes in the Country are 
burnt: Not a Merchant able to fave his Effects : 
In thort here is a general Defolation. The French 
fince they have us wnder thefe Conditions; do what 
they pleafe ; for they burnt moft part of the Houfes 
ince the Capitulation, and kept clofe Prifoners the 
Principal Inhabitanrs. The French took above 20 
eliels in the Road, among them the Guima Frigate. 
The 8th of April our Grandy Men were forc'd to a 
new Agreement, heing carried on board and 
threaten'd with lard USge and old France, not- 
WithRanding the firft Agreement, which they pretend 
We broke by not delivering up all the Negroes, they 
rr having got above 3200 ont of 6700; fo they 
colig’d them to deliver 1400 more, or pay 301. per 
tad. Having done this and got Hoftages, viz. Mr. 
Abbor, Mr. Stanly, Mr. de Wir, and Mr. Earle, 
they left us the zoth at in a Hurry, having

to be French. When the French took a Lift of us 
we were not quite 4oo ; they bad between 5 and 
6coo Men on Shore, and abour 3000 more onboard:
